Reasons for Allowance 



3. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-7 include allowable subject matter since the prior art made of record 
and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the 
claimed limitations. Hsu et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,370,052), and others, does not teach 
the claimed invention having a equal number of transistors of a p-type and an n-type, 
the p-type transistors being formed in a n-well region and the n-type transistors being 
formed in a p-well region of the semiconductor material, the p-wells being separated 
from the n-wells by most one p+ to n+ region spacing, the transistors being 
interconnected to form the half ternary CAM cell and wherein the interconnections 
between the half cell are restricted to a first group of conductive layers and connections 
between the cell and signal lines external to the cell are formed in a second group of 
conductive layers
